STATEMENT OF UNINTENTIONAL DELAY 

The Applicant respectfully submits that the entire delay in filing the required reply from 
the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137 
(b) was unintentional. 

The Applicant has received the Notice of Abandonment mailed June 12, 2006. 

The Applicant submits that, due to a clerical error, the Applicant incorrectly entered the 
shortened statutory period for reply to the Office Action mailed October 14, 2005 
('Restriction Requirement') in the Applicant's database as being January 14, 2006, being 
three (3) months, rather than the correct date of November 14, 2005, being one (1) 
month. Accordingly, the Applicant submitted a Reply on January 12, 2006 ('Reply to 
Restriction Requirement') which the Applicant believed was timely filed.
